Battling  their  way  past  the  Regional  finals  to  the 
Nationals  at  Hutchinson,  Kansas,  the  Wolves'  hard- 
wood crew,  directed  by  Coach  A.  A.  Wills,  tossed 
defeat  into  the  hands  of  twenty-six  opponents  during 
the  season  and  succumbed  to  this  fate  before  only 
five,  ending  up  as  the  Number  Five  JC  Team  in  the 
Nation. 

The  Wolves  drew  bad  luck  in  their  first  game 
at  the  National  Tourney  by  dropping  behind  Cam- 
eron, Oklahoma,  but  went  on  to  down  their  other 
opponents,  Fairburv,  Frank  Philips,  and  Broome 
Tech  to  capture  fifth  place.
